The  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  area  has  been  prepared  by  the  Sanitar*y 
Inspectcro 


The  health  of  the  District;,  ap)art  from  epidemic  B-icasles 
and  Vifhooping  Cough,  is  very  goodo  In  my  opinion  the  somewhat 
restricted  war'-time  dJ.et  has  not  adversely  affected  the  woll'-being' 
or  health  of  the  people o I feel  that  the  opposite  is  the  casco 
We  are  getting  araplc  nourishment  to  maintain  good  health  and  can, 
if  necessary,  maintain  life  on  much  harder  rationing®  We  may  miss 
mgny  of  the  little  dainties  which  served  to  make  life  a little  more 
pleasant  although  those  are  not  necessary  to  maintain  it® 

I have  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  help®  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  ¥/ith  all  the  extra  work  which  the  war  has 
entailed  for  both  of  us,  the  health  of  yonr  area  has  not  suffered 
in  conseq.uenco, 

I feel  that  I must  add  a note  with  respect  to  evacuated 
children,  of  which  there, were  about  350  in  the  area  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Their  general  health  condition  improved  very  soon  after 
their  arrival.  Many  of  them  suffered  from  various  forms  of  illness 
traceable  to  ''blitz"  conditions.  Some  of  them  had  to  be  taken  to 
Clinics  before  they  could  be  taken  by  the  foster  mothers  into  clean 
vrell  kept  cottages,  I feel  that  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  these 
foster  mothers.  Pew  people  are  aware  what  has  been  necessary  and 
what  sacrifices  have  been  made  to  make  the  children  happy  and 
contented.  They  certainly  have  improved  in  physiq.uc.

SLCTION  D - HOUSINa 
DWLLLING-HOUSLS  PURI  NO  THE  YEAN 

Six  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act, 
Defective  conditions  Y/ere  found  in  each  case,  Tvyo  houses  Y/ere 
found  to  be  unfit  and  4 houses  to  be  not  in  all  respects  fit, 

PLIZIDY  OF  DH3LCTS  - Seven  houses  have  been  made  fit  during  the 
year  and  partial  repairs  have  been  done  in  other  cases, 
xnforxnal  action  resulted  in  one  of  the  unfit  houses  referred  to 
above  being  closed.  This  house  is  attached  to  farm  premises, 
.-^fter  being  used  for  storage  purposes  for  "a  ntnnbor  of  years  it 
was  let  by  the  tenant  farmer,  without  reconditioning,  to  a farm 
v.'orkcr.^  This  Y/as  done  without  the  estate  agent’s  consent.  The 
occupation  u'as  for  a fev/  weeks  only  and  v/as  terminated  by  the 
farm  worker  getting  emplo^naent  elsewhere.  Upon  the  intervention 
of  the  Dstate  Agent  the  house  was  re-legated  to  its  previous  use 
as  a farm-store, 

STATUTORY  POWLRS 

Unsafe  roof  conditions  in  addition  to  other  defects  necessitated 
cpnsideration  of  the  making  of  a Demolition  Order  in  respect  of 
the  other  unfit  house  referred  to  above,  to  prevent  its 
re -occupation,  The  ovrner  submitted  an  offer  to  the  Council  v/ith 
respect  to  carrying  out  of  repairs.  This  offer  Y/as  accepted 
provisionally,  subject  to  the  submission  of  a list  of  works 
proposed  to  be  carried  out.  This  list,  however,  had  not  been 

suomitted  up  to  the  time  of  drafting  of  this  report,  1 "to 
ooserve  that  all  the  reconditioning  possible  to  this  housG 
cannot  remove  ^defects  due  to  the  bad  arrangement  of  the  presses 
".ntcrnaily  and  externally.  This  house  still  remains  unoccupied* 
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x^t  the  end  of  last  year  12  houses  were  overcrov/ded.  Pour,  new 
cases  were  added  to  the  list  during  the  year  and  5 houses  became 
de-cEV/ded,  leaving  a total  of  11  at  the  end  of  this  year*  Of 
the  5 cases  abated,  2 were  rehoused  by  the  Council;  1 found  other 
accOuL.iodation;  2 were  abated  by  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  families* 


SECTION  E - INSPECTION  Am  SUPEHVISION  OF  POOD 

I'lILK  SUPPLY  - The  bullc  of  the  supply  is  produced  in  the  area  and 
is  raainly  distributed  by  the  px’oducers.  Generally  the  premises 
are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Slight  progress 
has  been  made  with  the  provision  of  milk  rooms  and  sterilising 
apparatus.  Licences  for  the  production  of  milk  under  the 
Special  Designation  Order,  are  granted  by  the  County  Council  who 
also  carry  out  the  saiiipling  of  milk  sold  under  this  Order,  No 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  licences  in  force  for 
the  production  of  ’’Accredited  Milk”.  No  licences  are  in  force 
for  the  production  of  "Tuberculin  Tested  Milk"  or  "Pasteurised 
Millc",  No  retailers  have  been  removed  from  the  register  in 
respect  of  proceedings  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  Order,  There 
were  no  instances  of  disease  attributed  to  milk  during  the  year.

NOTE  (1)  - A number  of  samples  submitted  for  the  Methlene  Blue 
Test  are  at  the  discretion  of  the  County  Laboratory 
submitted  to  a further  test  for  the  presence  of 
Tuberculosis,  ifo  reports  are  received  of  such  tests, 
but  positive  cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  Veterinary 
examination  of  the  herd  concerned, 

NOTE  (2)  - Copies  of  the  reports  on  samples  taken  by  the  County 
Council's  staff  of  Designated  Milk  are  forwarded  to  this 
Council  for  information  purposes,  Diiring  the  year  i44 
of  such  reports  were  received, 

ivlEAT  SUPPLY  - There  is  no  Public  Abattoir  provided  in  the  area. 
There  are  14  licenced  slaughter-houses.  These  have  been  disused 
ov/ing  to  wartime  restrictions  except  for  occasional  slaughtering 
during  a part  of  the  year,  of  cottagers  and  farmers’  pigs  under 
Food  Control  perraits.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
hov/ever,  the  Food  Control  Regulations  further  restriej^ed  the  use 
of  these  slaughter-houses  by  rcduiring  such  pigs  to  be  slaughtered 
either  at  the  Food  Control  Slaughter-house  or  on  the  pig-keepers 
ov.'n  premises.  This  resulted  in  many  cases  of  slaughter  being 
carried  out  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  also  entailed  many 
special  Journeys  being  roado  to  outlying  premises  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  the  carcase Sc 

Since  January  15th  1940  the  slaughtering  of  the  animals 
for  the  meat  supply  of  this  area  has  been  carried  out  at  a 
Government  controlled  slaughter-house  v;ithin  the  area.  Details 
of  the  carcases  inspected  in  the  various  premises  are  contained 
in  the  accompanying  tabulated  statement.  In  12  instances  of 
Bovine  Tuberculosis,  the  animals  were  sent  in  for  slaughter  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  Cattle, 
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A nuLifoer  of  animals  affected  v;ith  illness  or  injuries  nere 
"brought  in  for  emergency  slaughjjero  In  normal  times  some  of  these 
animals  v/ould  have  been  dealt  with  in  other  areas.
